Showing liow Nietzsche? has 
been mistranslated and luisin- 
tci'juetcd on several important 
points. Dr. Berk l:i>t night .*i>okc 
on the German philosopher be- 
fore the Philosophical Soeiety in 
the Union. Dr. Beck explained 
some of the fundamental prin- 
ciples of Nietzsche's thought, il- 
lustrating with quotations. 
Xiettsche Teachings. 

"Nietzsche taught that man wiist 
not hope for happiness in some 
Christian heaven", said Dr. Beck. 
"Man must rather strive after a 
full life on earth, and must learn 
the doctrine of self-discipline". This 
"gospel", said Dr. Beck, is given in 
Nietzsche's masterpiece, ''Thus 
Spake Zarathustr.i". 

Man must not believe, according 
to Nietzsche, that he will survive 
in his own identity after death. 
He must have the courage to be- 
lieve himself just a manifestation of 
life brought about by a fortuitous 
concourse of energy. When man 
dies this cnergj* is not destroyed, 
but will ultimately occur again in 
the same form. 

Doctrine of Becnrrencc. 

This doctrine of recurrence is a 
confirmation of thï will to life "of 
power. The will to might is the 
will for power to create. This is 
not an instinct to dominate, but to 
create a life as full and satisfac- 
lorj' as possible. 

Summing up. Dr. Beck said that 
there is no more radical scepticism 
than that of Nietzsche. Nietzsche 
denies al morals, all principles of 
logic, and all past systems of phil- 
osophy. However. Dr. Beck quali- 
fied, Nietzsche does recognize a 
valw in life itself, for he teaches 
that all which contributes to a full 
life is good. This goodness can only 
be described as a health and clean- 
liness of mind and body. Nietz- 
sche saw in the Superman an em- 
bodiment of this ideal.

Hitler's Nephew Favors 
Aggressiv e Alli ed Policy 



William Patrick Hitler Describes His Per- 
sonal Relations with Der Fuehrer 
In Press Interview

Convinced that an Allied victory 
in this "second world war" is in- 
evitable but recommending a. more 
authoritarian persecution of the 
conflict with Winston Churchill as 
prime minister of Great Britain, 
William Patrick Hitler, anti-Nazi 
nephew of the German fuehrer ar- 
rived in Montréal yesterday morn- 
ing, 

In a press conference at the Mount 
Royal Hotel, tlie son of Hitler's half- 
brother Alois designated himtelf as 
a "minor headache" to his "revolu- 
tionary" uncle. On more than one 
occasion his life has been threaten- 
ed by Gestapo agents workipg^un* 
der< orders from Hclnrich'%immler. 
Dapper 2fl year-old William Patrick 
Hitler was born and educated in 
England, His mother, Bridget 
Dowling Hitler is now living in 
New York. Alois Hitler, now biga- 
mously married, refuses to recog- 
nize his British-born son. 

When questioned about his rela- 
tions with Adolph Hitler, young 
William Patfick was emphatic. 
"Upon my visits to Germany Hitler 
attempted to conceal our relation- 
ship. Anything is piissibln with 
that man. lie is bullying the Ger- 
man people into brutality." As laic 
as last July, young Hiller warned 
In an article published In the Paris 
'Soir' that the French ought not to 
expect humanilarianism from the 
Chancellor of the Tiiiiil Rcicd 

Ml'. Hitler hat been ju AinuruM 
(01 iiine months now, jccim ui,; ,iikI 
writing newspaper and ntiigiuine 
feature articlci, A graduate ac- 
countant, h.e visited Qtimny in 



1033 after failing to find work in 
England, He was vigorous in de- 
bunking the common opinion that 
Adolph Hitler is an ascetic. "He has 
had many love affairs but is shrewd 
enough to keep them In the back- 
ground so that even important ad- 
jutants of the Nazi regime believe 
the myth. Hitler is .still a Catholic," 
the nephew pointed out, "but cer- 
tainly not a good one. In private 
conversation he is shy and retired 
being ^roused to a shrieking guttur- 
al frenzy only upon the speaking 
platform. " Ai'coiding to his nephew. 
Hitler fears nn niun anuing the Nazi 
bigwigs except Cioerhifi. Uoeiiiig 
runs things pretty much his own 
way, consulting wUh Hiller only 
upon major problems, he stated, 

William Patrick Hitler has regis- 
tered with British military author- 
ities for active service against Ger- 
many but has yet to hear from 
them. He expects to be called up 
with the next class of conscripts 
but would prefer to serve luider a 
different name, "This war is not 
wholly (or economic reasons" he 
opined.

'■Hitlcri.=m mean.? anarchy 
and. rctrogreision. The .\llics 
arc fighting tlic cause of human 
civilization, and [ am thankful 
that I am an Engli.=hman and 
tiial I will remain an English- 
man niways," stated William 
Patrick Hitler, nephew of Reich 
Chancellor, Adolf Hitler, in his 
concluding remark.' to an ad- 
dre.-,s, "Germany Today," given 
la.-!t night in the Monument Na- 
tional Theatre, 

Tracing the rise of his "meteoric" 
uncle, Mr. Hitler attributed his 
early success to the fact that he 
caught Germany on the rebound. 
To the disillusioned German mind 
of 1933, Hitler, with his promises of 
restored greatness, appeared as a 
demi-god. Leader of a party sur- 
rounded by an aura of religious 
mystici.sm, "he captured liie people 
in their hour of need. " Hitler's first 
measures, providing some means of 
employment and restoring some 
measure of prosperity, served to in- 
crease the faith of the people, and 
he was ennabled easily to seize all 
reins of power. 

Observes Popular Reaction. 
It was just at this time, in 1933, 
that the speaker himself made his 
debut on the German scene. Seek- 
ing employment froin his uncle and 
maintaining several subsequent 
positions in the Reich, he was in a 
position to observe carefully 
popular reaction to the regime of 
National Sociali;m. During a 
sojourn of six years, leaving Ger- 
many only in 1939. he was able 
to watch the popular feeling of 
enthusiasm change to an attitude 
of doubt and questioning regarding 
the new policy of arbitrary despot- 
ism that held them in its grip. In 
this connection, however. Mr. Hitler 
pointed out. that while popular 
opinion, in its dissappointment at 
the non-appearance of Hitler's 
promised paradise, might tend to 
criticize his regime or his hench-

Yesterday Dr. F. Cyril James 
expressed the ideals of every 
citizen of the British Empire to 
presel•^'e the traditions of demo- 
cracy- when he addressed the 
Canadian Club of Montreal on 
"Democracy at War". 

He urged the citizens of Canada 
to anticipate the inevitable effects 
of the war in which they were linèp! 
volved. He continued that if people 
were going to live up to the ideals 
of democracy, they must begin to 
consider the problems of post war 
reconstruction in order to preserve 
Western civilization from a con- 
tinual state ot warfare. 

University's Part in Wartime. 
Dr. James pointed out the necess- 
ity for encouragement in universi- 
ties and other research institutions 
to reveal the essential facts without 
prejudice or partisanship. 

Democracy can only succeed 
there are .-nen who can think clearly 
and keep their opin;or.s in the face 
of opposition. "[.'•• a war. ignorance 
and propaganda are more dangerous 
than all the dangers of fovsign pow- 
ers," said Dr. James, "and ignorance 
is the ally of propaganda." Thus the 
Principal urged that the people of 
Canada understand and live up to 
the ideal for which they are fight« 
ing. 

Commenting on the vacillaiions of 
national policy dtiring 'the last 
twenty years In the democracies. Dr. 
James said that it was obvious that 
the last quarter of a century might 
well be called the crisis of liberal 
democracy. "We have been halting 
between two theories," said the 
Principal. One of these txalts the 
individual' and the other sacrifices 
him to tihe state." Germany, oî 
course, with Italy, Russia and Japan 
coming close behind, had followed 
the latter course; but even in Engv. 
land ar.d the other democracies, 
there have ben significant develop- 
ments which tend to limit t<he free- 
dom of the citizen in the interests 
of the commtmity. 

Change Natural 
"Change is natural and healthy.'* 
continued Dr. James. He went on 
to point out that change 'vas neces- 
sary to growth and progress. But 'f 
the eiiange were not accu;a'vely un- 
derstood, serious danger might be 
the result. 

The problems that confronted 
every government after tilie signing 
of the .\rniistice were eo-nple.'t and 
far-reaching. The economic crisis 
that followed from 1929 to 1933 
shook the world and siio'.ved that a 
return to the former atmosphera 
of the 19th century was impossibly

demonstrated the impossibility of 
a compromise between liberalism.

Concerning your letter of yesterday's 
date published in the columns of the Mc- 
Gill Daily under the heading "A Rcfiena- 
tion Explained" I wish to point out that roy 
letter of resignation speaks for itself. Were 
I able to agree with you that the Daily 
policy is such as you would have it appear 
to be through your editorial column of 
yesterday's date I would not have resigned 
in the first place. 

You seem to be under the aisappre- 
hénsion that I am open to persuasion, that 
if you can convince the public or myself 
that all is well with the editorial policy, 
that my action was unnecessary' and that I 
■«•ill return to the Daily Managing Board. 
This IB not the case. 

I believe that the conditions to which 
I objected in the first instance still obtain. 
I have no reason to believe that they will 
be changed. Your banal explanation of 
Daily impartiality is belied by the autumn 
isBues to which I would refer you. 

I wish to point out that I have alrèady 
resigned, after careful consideration, and 
that there is not now, nor indeed has there 
ever been any question of my reconsidering 
my resignation under present circum- 
stances. I would therefore ask you to re- 
move my name from the Editorial Board 
forthwith as I no longer wish to be reprc- 
gèntéd as being associated with you.

-woman is one that is gaining in importance 
-;ÈS new worlds are conquered by them. 
.•JTbese "new worlds" may be scientific en- 

.:4a*V0urg, journalism, or almost any field 
.enteréd by men. Wojnen today arc study- 
ing engineering, architeciurc, mechanics, 
medicine, with a growing thirst and eager- 
;ie8s which would have been considered not 

' only unbelievable but shocking a few gen- 

^ ^erations ago. 

Men regard women's endeavours in 
:the6e various fields in diversified ways. 
Some treat it with amusement and liay 
^'jW5>men are having their fling' ; borne re- 
i^^^' •jit resentfully as they bce women 
•IWHJP^"^ t-he jobE tliey themacives might 
hold', others are very laissez-faire about 
■the whole business. 

Perhaps one of tlif: earliest alleniijt.s 
.made by women to break away from "mak- 
ing the home" has been in the field of writ- 
ing. We see in our literature of two and 
>br^ centuries ago, women finding outlets 



for their feelings through llir mediniu of 
novels, poems and other literary expression. 
These wtMUcn did not have an eni=y lime 
finding i-ccogiiition; in fad most of them 
had to use a male pseudonym before their 
works were accepted by n publisher. Wit- 
ness the case of George Elliot and Gcoi-gc 
Sand. 

Once women, however, found n new 
mode of exiiressioii— namely writing— Ihcy 
pui'sucd it with so much cnlhusinsni lliat 
today jom'nalism is considered one of the 
largest fields invaded by women. The of(- 
quotcd phrase "Sobsislcr" has become a 
well-known, recognized woixl in American 
vocabul.<\ry. Today, every newspaiier of 
any woiHi has il,s women editoi-s, it.< women 
i-eporters, it« women advertisers— all indis- 
pensiblc to journalistic cntcnirises. Grad- 
uate Schools of Journalism list as ninny 
woiiien as men in their cour."?cs, and women 
are rontinually i-ompp(ing with men for 
prominent places in this field. 

Most young gii*ls today, interested in 
writing, are looking forward (o carving 
their place in some phase of journalistic 
endeavour. The allied fields of Yadio 
broadcasting and news reel announcing are 
alike welcoming women of ability into their 
folds. Women's rise in these fields will bo 
interesting to watch.

Tercentenary 



Do not speak loudly j the mosL .hateful 
spuftd the braying of asses, 



Three hundred years ago today 
died Robert Burton, author of "the 
Aiiato'my of Melancholy," perhaps 
one of thç quaintest and most 
fantastic books in literature. 

Burton was a super-bookworm, 
a dcvourcr of authors, a folio- 
gulper, but a charmingly amusing, 
witty and readable author. He was 
one of the lut and perhaps the 
most likeable of those prodigies 
of learning which the Renaissance 
abounded in. He came to Oxford 
in 15D3, and from then until hit 
death, read his way through practi- 
cally every book printed. 

From his whidow in Christ 
Church^ghe|i watched the outside 
worlS'^^slie' by about its business, 
while he, the recluse, laughed at 
its madnesses and "satirically tax- 
ed" its follies. Since his only con- 
nection with it was through his 
books, it is amazing how accurate 
his appraisal of human affairs Is. 

Burton was subject to chronic 
morbidity or melancholy. In his 
book he sought to alleviate his own 
misery by concerning himself with 
the misery of others. In spite of 
the fact that he liad taken orders, 
and "accounted Divinity the Queen 
of professions," Burton was at heart 
a physician. This combination of 
circumstances produced the Ana- 
tomy, which our own Sir William 
Osier called "the greatest medical 
treatise written by a layman." 
The Book 
The full title of the book is "The 
Anatomy of Melancholy; what it is, 
with all the kinds, causes, symp- 
toms, prognostlckes, and several 
cures of it, in three partitions with 
their several sections, members, & 
subsections; philosophically, medi- 
cinally and historically opened and 
cut up; by Democritus Junior." In 
modern words this could be hacked 
down to "An Outline of Morbid 
Psychology." 

Burton éxplaUied the curious title 
by saying that "It is a kind of cus- 
tom in these days to prefix a ghan- 
tastical title to a book which is to 
be sold," The pseudonym is adopt- 
ed from the Greek laughing philo- 
sopher, who lived at the time of 
Socrates and Plato. It served to in- 
dicate that he would treat the sub- 
ject in a sportive, diverting man- 
ner. 

There are two or three anecdotes 
told Burton, which if they are 
not true, certainly ought to be, for 
they are characlerisllc of the man. 

Burton was addicted to astrology, 
and had cast his horoscope. Since 
he died on the day he had phopha- 
lied, certain of the students did not 
fail to whisper it that he had sent 
his soul ,up to heaven through a 
noose about his neck rather than be 
mistaken in his calculation. 
Bargee Ribaldry 

It il also related that when the 
melancholy vapours lay too thick 
about Ills spirit, nothing could re- 
lieve him bill to go down to the 
river ^nA listen to the ribaldry of 
the bargees. This rarely failed to 
makft him laugh till he fell over on 
his back side. 

Once he left the bookcase In 
Which some of his more caustic 
critics have said that he lived, and 
was pottering about a book store 
in the town. The Earl of South- 
ampton came lu and asked the 
owner If he had a copy of the 
Anatomy. The bookseller said 
Yes, and tlial he could show him 
the author also. Burton does not 
seem to have been in good humour 
that day. for when the peer ad- 
dressed him as "Your servant, Mr. 
Burloii," Robert testily replied, 
"Your servant, Mr. Southampton," 
and pa^od out through the door.

HIS MAJBétY'g TMKATBB. 

TOBIAS AND THB ANOEL by 
James Bridie. Maurice Colbourne, 
Barry Jones. Jenilca Tandy and 
their Engllih Company, under the 
auspices of the British Council. 

In these days of strife and Inter- 
national turmoil it is refreshing to 
see a play which deals with noth- 
ing more formidable than two Arab 
bandits and a Persian demon nick- 
named "The Stinker." James Bridle 
ha» acted on a happy impulse 
and written a pUy which deals as 
much with humans as with super- 
natural beings. The plot deals with 
the adventures which befall the 
young Jev/ Tobias on a journey 
from Nineveh to Hamidan. He Is 
accompanied by a strange travel- 
ling-companion \*o inspires him to 
brave deeds and amorous acts, in 
contrast to his habitual timidity. 
Not only does the timorous Tobias 
succeed in collecting the debt for 
which he was sent by his father, 
but he alto manages to marry a 
beautiful girl who was in the throes 
of a demon named Ashmeday. All 
these feats are accomplished due 
to the influence of his travelling- 
companion who turns out to be the 
Archangel Raphael. Everything 
ends very happily for all concerned. 

In spite of the fact that the play 
takes place at a time very far re- 
moved from the present, the actors 
entered into the spirit of the plot 
and the result was a very delight- 
ful comedy. Some of the lines, 
though spoken in jest, form a set 
of philosophical principles which 
are as applicable today as they were 
a thousand years ago. 

The Character* 

Bsrry Jones, as the simple and 
cowardly Tobias, turned in a mas- 
terly performance. His speech and 
pantomime were unexcelled and 
the audience was not slow in real- 
izing those facts. Maurice Col- 
bourne, as the Angel, had by far 
the most difficult part. It is not the 
easiest thing in the world to main- 
tain a stem mien in the face of the 
highly comical and inane antics of 
a character such as Tobias. Never- 
theless, Mr. Colbourne bore the 
brunt of the attack very well; only 
once did he relax his vigil long 
enough to smile faintly. His stern 
austerity and superior bearing were 
such as to make even a teacher of 
poise at a girls' finishing school 
gasp with admiration. Jessica 
Tandy, as thé pampered daughter of 
a rich merchant, plays her part to 
perfection. She manages to bring 
to the interpretation of this youth- 
ful maiden a freshness which is the 
gift of few adresses. 

Stanley Lathbury, as Tobias's 
blind father, and Norah Howard, as 
Tobias's fretful mother, both do a 
very good Job Of their respective 
parts. The father's religious ideal- 
ism and piety contrast very effec- 
tively with the mother's realistic 
notions regarding the material 
things in life. It is difficult to say 
which is the harder part, or who is 
the superior interpreter. Suzan 
Turner has a pleasing voice and 
uses it to advantage in the songs 
which she renders as a part of her 
assignment. The supporting cast, 
consisting of Beckett Bould, Er{iest 
Borrow, Dorothy Prinirote, Joy 
Harington, Rita Rothwell, Sibell 
Duan, David Oill, Harvey Braban 
and Patrick Grean, turn in a very 
creditable performance, 
i Special mention should bo made 
jof the scenery and lighting. The 
settings are îo re.ill$ticaUy done 
that at times one gets the impres- 
sion that the actors are going to 
walk right into the canvass, so con- 
vincing are the three dimensional 
effects. The lighting helps to en- 
hance the illusion. 

In spite of, or possibly because of, 
the obvious anarchroiiisms in 
speech and references to Dickens 
the play forms a very worthwhile 
bit of entertainment.— L. N. P.

capillary. Some of these capillaries 

are of the thickness of a hair. 

Mr. Ritchie Interviewed. 

Mr. Ritchie when interviewed 
yesterday in this lab in the Anlmil 
House said that about a year ago 

when he was injecting animals, Dr. 
R. V. 'V. Nichols of the Chemistry 
Department at McGill suggested to 
use the vinylite which is a syn- 
thetic resin. 'Vinylile, he said, is 
not dissolvable by anything except 
acetone, not even acids have an ef- 
fect on it. Water on the oUier hand 
has the effect of hardening viny- 
lite to the hardness of ehlna. 

Thus. Mr. Ritchie said, he has 
simply to dry out the arteries and 
veins of any givtn organ, inject the 
vuiylitc dissolved in acetone (viny- 
lite comes in powder form, he add- 
ed), set the organ in the water both 
to harden the chemical and to allow 
Die accioiifc to osmose out through 
trie wail of tlit blood veisel, and 
iitibUy I'j du^olvc awa^ the tissue of 
the organ by means of an acid. This 
whole process can be completed in- 
side of twenty-four hours, whereat 
the other methods now known for 
doing the same thing take over a 
monlli. 

IVIodel To Be Perfected. 

His desire, he continued, is to 
perfect his technique to such s 
point lliat he will be able to make 
a complete model of the coronary 
circulatory system. The coronary 
arteries and veins serve the outside 
0/ the heart, he added.

This bit of knowledge may be 
revealing a trick of the IradP, but 
patrol offlcert, I discovered, have 
an almost infallible way of moving 
those dozens of petters whose cars 
fill every section line between here 
and the city on weekend nights. 

All tliey do Is drive up beside the 
parked car, flash a powerful spot- 
light on the neckers and ask them 
if they've seen two hijackers, re- 
ported loose in that area. The ef- 
fect on clearing the road is amaz- 
ing. 

In addition I observed a hew type 
of dealing with law violators. In 
sharp contrast to the old chip-on-

At last the aclion I had been 
waiting for came wilh a bang about 
a quarter after two, when we came 
across a wreck five miles south of 
Oklahoma City. It had occurred 
about ten minutes previously, when 
three boys in an out-of-state car 
smacked into a drunken driver who 
apparently preferred his half of the 
road on the left side. 

As soon as we saw the smashed 
cars, which had careened into 
ditches on opposite sides of the road, 
the patrolmen galvanized into ac- 
tion, Pendleton quickly stopped 
our car. jumped out and after see- 
ing there were no Injuries, began 
interviewing participants in the 
wreck, taking measurements and 
examining the damaged cars. 

All this time officer Bidwell was 
busy putting up magnesium flares 
to slow down oncoming cars, sweep- 
ing glass and loose wreckage off 
the highway and directing traffic. 

When things had quieted down 
we drove up a few side roads, 
where the patrolmen kept petters 
moving with the hijackers story.

"Tlie health and safety of the 
working man will steadily improve 
in the future," E. C. Barnes, staff 
member of the School of Medicine's 
department of Industrial Hygiene, 
says. 

Established a year ago as a ser- 
vice laboratory for physicians and 
hnspltal.5, the University Industrial 
Hygiene department studies Indivi- 
dual cases of Industrial diseases In 
order to remedy weaknesses in 
industrial environments. 

"We study the cases of poisonings 
from occupational sources and make 
no broad surveys." Mr. Barnes says 
"That job is left to the government 
Our purpose is to Increase the Inter- 
est in industrial hygiene." 

Employers have shown increased 
interest in tho problem. Barnes 
says. Mine operators and Indus 
trial leaders are anxious to decrease 
the number of occupational 
diseases. The greatest number of 
Illnesses arc from dust in the re 
spiratory tract, lead poisoning re- 
sulting in blood and nervous dU' 
orders, blood poisoning from ben 
zol, and carbon monoxide poisoning. 

The Occupational Disease Com- 
pensation la'// of 1938, recently re- 
placed by a new statute, has made 
for increased interest in the prob 
lem, Barnes says.— The Pitt News.
